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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 , 3-5, 7 and 8 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed 12/3/07 is sufficient to overcome the 
rejection of claims 1 , 5 and 8 based upon 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Liu (US 5,281 ,265) in view of Petersen et al. (US 2002/0071827 Pub. Date: 06/13/2002) 
and Zimmermann (US 6,692,563) and Walker (US 4,795,475) and claims 1 , 3, 4 and 7 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Petersen et al. (US 
2002/0071827 Pub. Date: 06/13/2002) in view of Liu (US 5,281 ,265) and Zimmermann 
(US 6,692,563) and Walker (US 4,795,475). Applicant has clearly shown a difference in 
kind rather than a difference in degree with respect to the alkaline phosphatase assay 
which is indicative of the osteoinductive effect of the composition. The rejections are 
withdrawn by the Examiner. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
shown in the 1.132 Declaration about a 40% enhanced alkaline phosphatase activity 
with the instant invention over the composition taught by Petersen et al. As is clearly 
shown in Table 2 of the Declaration (page 8), the inventive composition resulted in 
about 100 nmol/min/|jg alkaline phosaphatase activity while the prior art composition 
resulted in only about 71 nmol/min/|jg alkaline phosaphatase activity. This significant

and unexpected difference between the prior art and the instant invention is deemed to 
be a difference in kind and would have been unobvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
